Giving the social ecurity numbess might be a good^idea, might help in speec/ing some of 


it up. 


There are proper exemptions but the FBI alv/ays abuses them, claiming them as an excuse 


to witliold, in toto or by redaction, fiowever, I think if you just take what they give you
